Mel ville Heads List With Wain- 
wright a Close Second---Mar- 


vellous Development 


As will be seen by the report 
of the Grand Trunk Pacific 
land - commissioner, published 
helow, Wainwright is only sec- 
ond to Melville in the sale of 
tuwn lots and shows the groat- 
est development, It was in or- 
der to protect the interests of 
the purchasers of these lots that 
the deputation was sent to 
Banff recently to interview the 
premier, The majority of the 
lots purchased here was on the 
understanding that the branch 
would be built to Calgary. 

The report is as follows: | 

A story in: miniature of the 
pr gress of. towns and_ cities’ 
along» the line of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific was related last 
week by G. U. Ryley, the land 
commissioner of the road, Mr. 
Ryley made public forthe first 
time the complete sales to date 
of town lots from Winnipeg to 
Edmonton, and also of the sales 
at Prince Rupert.. He also an- 
nounced the sale in September 
of 21 townsites along the main 
line west of Edmonton. 

Although it is scarcely a year 
since the western towns in the 
prairie provinces were put upon 
the market, a total of over 6,000 
lots have been sold, all of them 
at avery good figure, and the 
sales are increasing. ‘Che order 
in which town lots have been 
sold in the eight towns which 
top the list is as follows:—Mel- 
ville, Wainwright, Watraqua, 
Rivers, Tofield, Biggar, Scott 
and Meighen. The town of 
Melville has probably achieved 
the greater sale of lots because 
of the branch lines that are well 
on the way to completion, north 
and south of that point. 

The settlement all. along the 
new line this year has been 
marvellous and the interest 
taken by the public in the op- 
portunities open everywhere is 
reflected in the very heavy pas- 
senger traffte which has been 
maintained since regular trains 
began to run.
